TJklon. liberty, equality and a protective tsrrff 
have largely contributed in making 6»;000,000 
of people the beat fed, the beat oUtthed, the 
happiest, the most Intelligent and powerful 
that ever existed on earth. The elevation, of 
labor by the abolition o.f slavery and the titter 
repudiation of cast* and aristocracy by the 
Bepublicaa party has opened to free men and 
free labor every acre of- land within the juris- 
diction of ttie nnited States, and hai enabled 
the telling millions of the North aad of the 
South to associate in one common brotherhood 
for tke proteotiom of their rights and the ad- 
Tsjacement of their Intellectual and material 
prosperity.

We arraign the Democratic administration of 
•president Cleveland for having failed to keep 
the pledges on which it came into power. II 
promised economy and retrenchment, axd has 
been moat extravagant iu expenditures and ap- 
propriations, which, for the currant year, 
largely exceed the abundant revenue* of the 
Government. It promised to reduce the sui- 
plu* in th* Treasury, but reversing the rule of 
pjevio»e Administrations, has permitted suck 
surplus to lie idle and accumulate to the in- 
j»rT of the bvsineaa of the country, and has 
refused to appro re of the action of a'large 
majority of both Hounes of Congress directing 
that such lurplms be applied in payment of the 
Interest-bearing debt of th* country • It prom- 
trad to care for and give attention to the dis- 
abled soldier* and sailors of the late war, and 
na* treated with contemptuous veto every 
p*n*ioa bill against which it could find any 
shadow of technical objection. It promised 
to protect the person and property of citizens 
both at home and abroad, and to maintain the 
ilgnity and honor of the nation, yet in its re- 
lion with Great Britain it has shown itself 
fWUliiw to give protection to either person 
property, and has permitted oar flag to be 
._iutt*d, without proper protest, almost in 
•Ight of our" shores, woile by* hasty and mn- 
•eemly action it has unnecessarily jeopardized 
off 
friendly relations with the Mexican Re. 
public, end made our Kation ridiculous in the 
•ie> ef th* world: Its evasion «f civil service 
reform, t* which its leading representatives 
are pl**g*d, have been-bold; insolent *>adl*w- 
l.,B it ba8 shown itself no friend to Nevada, 
b«ca«*e. among its ffrat acts of administration, 
it closed the United States ifant in Careen City, 
in utter violation of the law, to tke great detri- 
ment of ,«werjr miner «ad silver producer in 
this State in particular, and of the pmblia in 
general. It b*» swriously impaired onr mail 
facilities, without sbmdow of Jart excuse. It 
has out'aged the express will of Congress, and 
dtaied to this people their rights by IU unex. 
plained and continued refusal to execute the 
tew tat 9* erwuon ot » ButntBsamt •—*—— 
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in the capital of this State. It has used the 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
silver' as money, and by a refusal t» execute 
the law and. pay out silver for Government 
dues has kept the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced th* price of 
(liver since the inauguration of President 
Cleveland mere than fifteen per cent. It has 
closed many of our silver mines, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers out of employ, 
ment. 
in. 


We favor a tariff upon ihe imported products 
of low-priced foreign labor, so as to protect 
the interests of American wage-workers, and 
for the development of American industries. 
We demand in behalf of our mining interests 
the maintenance of the present tariff on lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and in behalf of our wool-growing interests a 
restoration of the wool tariff of 1867, and w* 
denounce th* recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority in th* National House of Representa- 
tives to pass the Morrison bill reducing the 
tariff on the product* of our mines and placing 
wool on the free list. 


IT. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
becoming landowners. The public domain 
should be reserved ad homesteads for actual 
settlers, snd the accumulation of large tracts 
or bodies of land in the hands of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, and in 
the case ef land grants to railroad corporations 
where the corporations have failed to comply 
with the condition* of the graata the land 
should be forfeited to the General Government, 
and held for the benefit of actual aettlers. 


V. 


We favoz the intelligent organization of la- 
bor for such worthy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for the protection of their interests 
in all things relating to their welfare aud to 
the industrial welfare of the comntry, and we 
favor the enactment of State and National 
laws providing for the settlement of contro1 
verities between employers and employees by 
method* of voluntary arbitration, 01 by tbe 
establishment of courts of canciliation, which 
will avoid the waste, loss and ill-i'eeliug re- 
sulting from strikes and lock-outs, and the 
usual expenaa of litigation. 


VI. 


We denounce the action of the Democratic 
House of Representatives at its last session in 
striking from the bill to compensate the citi- 
zens of this State for louses sustained in the 
Indian war of I860 all claims for supplies fur 
nished for the suppression of Indian hostilities, 
and also for services rendered during that 
memorable struggle in which the lives of a 
large number of our most respected citizens 
were sacrificed. 


VII. 


We denounce the pretense of the Democratic 
party of having sympathy for tbe eause of lo- 
cal self-government in Ireland while the Dem- 
ocratic House of Bepresentatives.iu Committee 
of the Whole, repeatedly refused to endorse 
that principle. In the months of April amd 
Juno last that body, by Democratic votes, on 
several occasions rejected a resolution iudora- 
ing a free Parliament for Ireland, which is IB 
the following words: 
" Resolved that the House of Repreientativ«s 
earnestly sympathizes with Bight lion. Wm, 
E. Gladstone and his associates in their efforts 
te secure a free Parliament for the people of 
Ireland, and congratulates the people of that 
hitherto unhappy country upon the prospect 
of an e«rJy and successful termination »f thtiri 
long and i-atriotio struggle for the right of local 
self government." 
Thereby destroying the growth of a libera 
spirit throughout Great Britain. 


vin. 


We commend the effort* of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn in obtaining an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 for public land surveys 
in this State, and we condemn th* action of the 
Commissioner 'of the General Land Office in 
wi hholding moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and particularly coademn the aciion of 
aenator Fair in absenting himself from Wash- 
ington during all the time when appropria- 
tions tor this State wer* under coaiideration 
by the Senate. 


We eadcra* th* action of Senator Janes and 
Congressman Woodbnrn in their efforts to sup- 
press polygamy in Utah, aud to check the 
growth of disloyalty to the Government in that 
Territory, and we fully endorse the principles 
of the bills introduced for that purpose by 
Congressman Woodburn. We endors* the ac- 
tion of the Republican Senate in pausing in 
the early days of the last session of Congress a 
bill well calculated to suppress tke growing 
evil of polygamy, and check the growth ef tb* 
hostile power of the Mormon Church, which is 
threatening the peace >nd tarnishing the good 
name of the United States. W* condemn the 
action of the Democratic House of Bepresent- 
atlves in refusing during all ihe long session 
pf Congress which has just closed to consider 
any measure tending to relieve our country 
from the blighting curse of polygamy and 
polygamous rule in Utah and the surrounding 
Territories. 


X. 


We >r* opposed to the further Importation of 
Chinese to this country, or any other foreign 
laborers, under the contract system, and we 
favor any plan for the relief of free labor from 
competition with convict labor, which does 
•ot impose upon iree labor tke expense of sup- 
porting convicts in idleness and useless labor. 
And we favor the adoption of laws previding 
for the protection of workers in our mines and 
other hazardous callings, and such other meas- 
ures as will improve the material and social 
welfare of our industrial population. We are 
earnestly opposed to the doctrine of the so- 
called Anarchists, and we believe in the most 
perfect protection to each and everyindividual 
in the enjoyment of the fruits of all his per- 
sonal efforts to earn an honest livelihood. 


XI. 


Tho paramount interest of civilization re- 
quiroa that the money used as a circulating me- 
dium in any country shall at all times bear a 
constant ratio to the increasing, population of 
that country. Contraction of the currency in- 
volves all financial evils to whl'Ji a nation ean 
be subjected, among which are robbery of the 
debtor, stagnation of business, reduction of 
wages and the enslavement of the masses for the 
benefit of bondholders and grasping creditors. 
%V e denounce the bondholders' conspiracy to de» 
monetize silver and contract the money of the 
world to a single gold standard as a crime 
against civilization. It would double tb* obli- 
gation of bonds and all other contracts for the 
payment of money, which now aggregate in the 
civilized world the enormous sum of more tbau 
one hundred thouseud million dollars, and 
thereby .nako the rich richer and the 'poor 
poorer, and impoverish the massed for the bene- 
fit of the favored few. We are, therrfore, in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinaeo of both 
gold and silver upon the basis now provided by 
law. 


XII. 


We condemn the Democratic Hous« of Repre- 
sentatives for refusing to make the necessary 
apptopriations foi the construction of a suitable 
navy for the defense of our commerce and the 
protection of our citizens at home and abroad, 
and we particularly condemn It for refuting to 
make any appropriation for fortifications to pro- 
tect oar extensive seacoast while there was a 
vast surplus IB the Treasury, and thousands of 
laborers out of employment. 


xin. 


We again declare our constant sympathy with 
the just and consistent Republican policy and 
practice- of granting out of the nation's abund 
ance generous pensions tb the disabled veterans 
oi our wars, whether for the country's defense 
or for the preservation of the Union. We pro- 
test against tke removal from official places of 
worthy and disabled Union soldiers to make way 
for partisan civilians and ex-Coofederates.

It is the duty of this State to' maintain fr»« 
schools, not only in towns and thickly popu- 
lated seat loss, but in the rnial and sparsely set- 
tled districts, and as the education of pupil I In 
the uparseljr settled sections of the State is nec- 
essarilv more expensive per capita than where a 
large number of pupils can attend the earn* 
school, such a division of the school money 
should be made as will furnish the means of ed- 
ucation to all children in the State. 


tXVI. 


Expenditures beyond the means *f privat* 
individaala are required for turveys. engineer- 
ing and the construction of reservoirs, canal* 
and other hydraulic works, fur the purpose of 
irrigation in this State. We, therefore, favor 
liberal appropriations by Congress for surveys, 
both hydrographicel and topographical, to as- 
certain hew tke waters of this stale, which now 
run to waste In flood time, may be stored and 
Btilixed fer the purpose of agriculture, to the 
end that when all the facts are known, suitable 
kid may be obtained from Congress to enable th* 
Government of the United States to dispose of 
its lands, and to enable the people to settle npon 
and occupy the same. 


XTII. 


Resolved, That two years' experience has 
demonstrated that the present jvry law, which 
compels cltisens, at their own expense, without 
regard to their pecuniary ability or the losses 
they may suffer, summarily to suspend their 
usual occupations, break their business engage- 
ments, travel long distance* and remain from 
their home far an uncertoin period, and attend 
upon District Courts as Jurymen, is a measure of 
unwise economy, often productive of great hard- 
•hip and an unjust imposition of public bur- 
dens upon private individuals. We, therefore, 
demand of the next Legislature such legislation 
as shall secure to all citizens fair compensation 
for all the time which they spend, and full re- 
imbursement for all expenses which they incur 
In performing the duties of jurymen la the Dis- 
trict Court.

Resolved, That we point with pride and pleas- 
ure to the able and brilliant record made 'by our 
Sorator in Congress; tlie HOD, John P. Jon»B, in 
his watchful and vigilant -cars of our interests

reduction of duties upon foreign manufactures 
and foreign productions, which exposes in a 
masterly style and in a clear and forcible 
manner the free-traie doctrines ef modern 
Democracy. His able and exhaustive speeches 
made upon the remonetization of silver, par-

Resolved, That we ore unalterably in favor 
of horn* rnle in Nevada, and believe that the 
men who pay her taxe* and whose homes and 
interests are identified with the State shomU 
control it* politic*.

Government to pans laws regulating the gnat 
railroad corporations of the country, protecting 
the people from extortion* and unjust dis- 
criminations, and we approve the principles *f 
the bill passed by the United States Senate, 
known an the Cullom bill, and urge our Sena- 
tors and Representative in Congress to have 
the same grafted upon our national law.

Pirst-The Democratic party .of th* Slate of 
Nevada, through its representatives in conv*n. 
tioi aisembled, at Elko, on the 9th day of Sep- 
tember, 1886, reaffirming its heart; indorse- 
ment of tb* declaration of principles adopted 
by the National Democrntic party at the city of 
Chicago in 1884, among whie.li, upon the qne*- 
tion of coinage and currency, are tbe following 
plain Htatemeuts of Democratic faith and thfi 
principlei upon which the party appealed to 
the suffrage, of the people of tbe several States 
in the late Presidential cumpaign. 
"We believe in honest uionc.v—the gold and 
•liver coinage of the Constitution, and a circu- 
lating medium convertible into «»ch money 
without Ices." 
We therefore demand that good faith shall 
be observed with tbe people by the Democratic 
Administration by religiously adhering to tbe 
money plank, aH it does to cv,ery other plank of 
the Chicago platform. 
Second President Cleveland, in hi* wine 
conservative and patriotic administration of 
our public affairs, ttuth fuieib'n »ud domestic, 
challenges our highest admiration, except in 
following the beaten path of his Hepubll 'an 
predecessor* and the policy of tbe Republican 
party on the silver question, in disregard of the 
cherished principled of tbe National Demcratic 
party. 
Third—We dejonand of the Administration, at 
Washington, tlj.stiUjjball second tbe efforts of 
the Democratic Representatives in Congress to 
give the peopl a free coinage of silver, notwith- 
»tandin(, the formidable combination existing 
between the gold rings, National Banks and 
the National Bejmblican party to maintain the 
single gold utandard. The action ef the Re- 
publican party In California in refusing to in- 
sert a stiver plvuk in their platform deaervei 
the condemnation of the silver-producing peo- 
ple 01 the mining regions of the P»oiHc Coast. 
Fourth—We icdorse the policy of applying 
the surplus la tbe National Trmsury, n. fast as 
it may accumulate, to tho payment of tbe Na- 
tional debt, retiring as rapidly as practicable 
the National Hank circulation, and the direct 
issue by the N ational Government of legal ten- 
der Treasury note*, «old and silver coin and 
coin certificate*. 


Fifth—We arraign tfce liepublicnn party be- 
fore the bar of an enlightened public opinion 
for itH high crime committed against th* pub- 
lic peace, and. against tbe beat interests, of the 
white laboring classes of both sexes, by its In- 
viting and uiicouraging the influx of Astatic 
hordes to our shores under treaty stipulations 
aud under ttae crazy shibboleth of "Tbe Father- 
hood of God and the Brotherhood of Han," un- 
til there are planted among the people of the 
Pacific State* and Territories, like so many 
leeches sucking the life-blood of oureubetanc*, 
150,000 Chinese coolies. 
Sixth—We demand the immediate . abroga- 
tion of the Burllngame treaty and the total 
suppression of Chine*e immigration to Ameri- 
can aoil, and we favor legislation providing for 
the deportation of all Chinese In tbe United 
States, and we recommend the exclusive pat- 
ronage of white labor and its produce. 
Seventh—The introduction, by Senator Fair 
ofhi*ChineseBestrictrictloribill'and hi* *uc- 
CCH'in passing, tneiame. deserves the. approral 
of the entire people ef the Pacific Coast. 
Eighth- A proper regard tor the welfare of 
the -rorklugmen being inseparably connected 
with tbe integrity of onr institution^, the la- 
boring clawea should be protected in thtlr ef- 
fort* peacably to assert Weir right* wbea en- 
dang*r*4 by aggregated capital, or by the im- 
portatiou of fuielgnyn and alien* under eon- 
tract to pmferta labor, or By tbe Involuntary 
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Ninth—We are In favor of liberal wages and 
free labor. All associations formed for th* 
purpose of developing intelligence, promoting 
and protecting the interests of the laborer and 
mechanic, and to enable successfully to o ti. 
tend for and maintain their right* by peaceful 
and efficient mean* agaiunt powerful and op. 
prmelve combinations, should be encouraged 
and expressly sanctioned by law; and the Dem- 
ocratic party of Nevada is in.favor of the en- 
actment of liberal taws fostering and encour- 
aging the formation of co-operative and pro. 
teetlve societies among all clasie* of laboring 
men 
Tenth — W* approve the action of the Demo. 
cratic lionse of Congress in forfeiting and r«- 
t tori Eg to the public domain for homestead* 
fur actual settlers nearly a hundred billion* 
of acres of unearned land* heretofore granted 
by Republican Congre**** to railroad corpora- 
tions, iind we alao approve th* Act preventing 
alien ownership of large tracts of public land* 
in the United States. 


Eleventh—We commend the policy of the 
preaent Administration, ill strictly enforcing 
the tariff laws, Ihe beneficial effect of which is 
so happily illustrated by the fact that th*great 
wool-growing industry of the country receive* 
more protection tibw by collecting th»™wtib1*' ?

The bacramento Bee says: 
That delicious and very gamey fish of 


the perch family, bass, was planted in 
California waters some six or eight 
years ngo by the Fisb Commissioners 
as an experiment. Their scheme has 
proved highly satisfactory, lor many 
fine specimens have been caught in var- 
ious parts of the State. It was not 
known, bowever, that fish of this variety 
could bo found in the neighborhood of 
Sacramento. Last night, while fishing 
at Fisherman's Lake, R. D. Cooper 
caught several fins striped bass, averag- 
ing two pounds each in weight. 
They 


weie beiiuties, the flesh is firm, and itis 
probable that there will be a special ef- 
fort made by the anglers to catch that 
species. 
Old fishermen, who followed 


the sport mtheEist, where the bass 
are found in gieat numbers, say that 
there is more excitement in catching 
one t>abs than there is iu hooking a 
whole string of trout. 
A bass will fight. 


He grabs a fish line back of the hook 
aud sails up and down with it, plunges 
out of the water, and in many other 
ways tantalizes the man holding the 
pole. Ho is given all the "silk" he 
wants, and finally he tires, takes the bait 
into his mouth and dives for the lower 
regions. This is, the supreme moment 
for the angler, and if he is an expert be 
lands his saucy finny friends. 
Such 


common fish as we have been pulling 
from the Sacramento river will hava to 
emigrate to the mud, for striped bass 
will be the rage in angling ciicles. 


NEVADA PBODTJOB.—The Austin Rev- 


eille says: 


It is only within the p«st two or three 


years that Nevada fruit acd produce hat 
been recognized us taking the lead. 
Fruits of all kinds raised iu this State 
for some reason have a better flavor 
than those imported. Nearly all the 
vegetables 
and especially 
potatoes, 


which are raised here, are far ahead of 
anything that is obtained from Califor- 
nia. 
Ranchers who are awake to this 


fact have been setting out fruit trees, 
vines, etc., and many of them now are. 
reaping rich returns for their labor nnd 
foresight. Mr. Irwin, of Nye county, 
has a fine fruit producing ranch of about 
sixty ocres. Two years ago he bad 100 
pear, 100 cherry, 1,000 peach, 150 plum 
and 1,000 applo trees growing on hi* 
ranch, besides raspberries, currants, 
gooseberries 
and 
apricots. 
Henry 


bohmintlein 
has raised 
some fine 


peaches this year, and the branches of 
bis plum trees are actually breaking 
down under their burden of fruit. 
All 


the ranchers of this aectioa should real- 
ize these facts and each year set out a 
few frnit trees, so that in a few years 
instead of importing we would be able 
to export. The country is a good one 
with a climate that cannot be beaten and 
with resources, both mineral and agri- 
cultural, which have as jet only began 
to to deYefoped.

Ia 
order to satisfy as far at possible the 
public demands, it baa been decided to 
furnish from this office these in turns of 
of $1,000 to each bank making applica- 
tion and at the same time depositing 
that sum with the Assistant Treasurer at 
New York. Upon receipt of the certifi- 
cate of deposit a like sum will be for- 
warded at the expense of the banks 
making application. In order to effect an 
equitable distribution, as far at possible, 
applicant! will obtain these notes in the 
order in which the deposits nre made at 
the Sub Treasury in New York. No sec- 
ond application will be granted until the 
aupply of notes is equal to all thn cur- 
rent demands. The maximum amount 
of these certificates that tha Treasury 
oan furnish daily will not exceed $80,- 
000, and it is suggested by the Acting 
Treasurer that it will be well for bank* 
to ascertain from their New York corres- 
pondents the probable time when they 
will receive shipments.
